will  have  to  provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such  plat- 
inum ware  and  sets  of  iveights  as  they  may  require , as 
these  vnll  rot  he  furnished  at  the  examination.

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case 
for  a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the 
interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of  the 
Petition,  and  copies  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such  notice  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House,  to  be  tiled  amongst  the  re- 
cords of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders.

weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Rule  shall 
be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the  same  has 
been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on  Standing 
Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof  at  a 
previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Pri- 
vate Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the 
House.  And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  Petition 
has  been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees 
required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the  House 
shall  order  to  the  contrary.
